through Schneidemuhl to Danzig. 
The Poles now hold the railway 
from Schneidemuhl to Bromberg. 
At a point' we»t of Schneidemuhl 
German - troops are concentrated to 
contest the Polish advance. 


The difficulties with which

Berlin government has to contend 
in its desire to protect the eastern 
districts is indicated by a report

passed by tho 1917 session of the 
Wisconsin 
legislature, 
exempting 


men inducted into the service of the 
army from civil, process, is involved 
in this case. A warrant was issued 
on evidence presented by 
Mamie 


Breeze. Four days before the trial, 
John Koukel was inducted into the 
service at'Milwaukee, by call of the 
draft board. When the case was 
called! he took the stand and Protest- 
ed that 'he had been called into' the 
se-v-ice and . that any civil action 
must await the discharge after the 
war. He refused to testify and the 
lower court, Judge A. J. Bedding, 
presiding, found him. guilty and di- 
rected him to pay *00 forthwith and 
$15 a month until the child'attained 
tho age of 16 years. • The case was 
appealed. The state and 
Mamie 


Breeze contended before the 
court 


that the law exempting men induct- 
ed into the service from civil process 
was unconstitutional; that it violated 
the fourteenth amendment of the 
United States constitution; that the 
state law was in contravention with 
the federal laws in that the war 
power/was vested exclusively in the 
congrdss.of the United States. 


• "Congress having, in the exercise 
of its constitutional powers provid- 
ed-for the exemption of persons m 
the military service of the Lmted 
States from process of civil courts 
of Wisconsin, it supersedes any like 
provision made by the state," says 
Justice M. B. Roscnberry in 
the 


opinion of the court. 
"It must be held that the laws ro 


ferred to clearly conflict; that the 
Soldiers' 'and Sailors' 
Civil' Relief 


Act is the supreme law of the land, 
and so long as it remains upon the 
statute books of the United States 
the provisions of ch. 409.of the laws 
of 1917 are suspended. 
The right 


to proceed in a civil court against 
a person in the military service of 
the United States must be 
deter- 


mined in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the Soldiers'.and Sailors 
Civil Relief Act. Ample justice can 
be done to the defendant in this case 
under the -provisions of -that - act.
